Regulations  as  to  the  Parking  and  Standing 
of  Motor-vehicles  on  the  Provincial 
Government  Wharf  at  Prince  Rupert. 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  833,  approved  July  7th,  1937, 
the  folio-wing  regulations  have  been  made,  pur¬ 
suant  to  section  46  of  the  “  Public  Works  Act,” 
regulating  the  parking  and  standing  of  motor- 
vehicles  on  the  Provincial  Government  Wharf 
at  Prince  Rupert: — 

(1.)  Definitions.— In  these  regulations: — 

“  Wharf  ”  means  the  wharf  at  Prince  Rupert 
owned  by  the  Government  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia,  situated  on 
Water  Front  Block  “  F  ”  and  compris¬ 
ing  that  portion  only  of  said  wharf  which 
lies  between  the  easterly  boundary  of 
Fish  Warehouse  No.  6  and  the  westerly 
boundary  of  Provincial  Government 
Freight-shed : 

“  Motor-vehicle  ”  includes  any  vehicle  pro¬ 
pelled  otherwise  than  by  muscular 
power,  excepting  the  cars  of  electric  and 
steam  railways  and  other  vehicles  run¬ 
ning  upon  rails  or  tracks: 

“  Vehicle-for-Hire  ”  means  a  motor-vehicle, 
as  defined  herein,  which  is  operated  at 
any  time,  or  from  time  to  time,  by,  for, 
or  on  behalf  of  any  person  who  charges 
or  collects  compensation  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  passengers  thereon: 

“  Compensation  ”  means  any  fee  or  rate 
charged  or  collected  by  any  person  for 
the  conveyance,  carriage,  or  transporta¬ 
tion  of  a  passenger  or  passengers  on  a 
motor-vehicle,  and  includes  remuneration 
of  any  kind  paid,  payable  or  promised 
directly  or  indirectly,  whether  for  the 
use  of  all  or  part  of  the  motor-vehicle. 

(2.)  Parking  Areas  and  Standing  Space.— 
(a.)  The  following  described  portion  of  the 
wharf  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  Parking  Area 
for  Vehicles-for-Hire,  namely:  Commencing  at 
a  point  twenty-five  (25)  feet  easterly  from 
Fish  Warehouse  No.  6  and  twenty-seven  (27) 
feet  southerly  from  the  inside  edge  of  the 
guard-rail  of  the  northerly  side  of  the  Provin¬ 


cial  Government  Wharf  at  Prince  Rupert;

the  words  “PUBLIC  PARKING,”  namely: 
Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Fish  Warehouse  No.  6,  2  feet  southerly  from 
the  north-east  corner  thereof ;  thence  easterly 
15  feet;  thence  southerly  35  feet  6  inches; 
thence  westerly  15  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the 
easterly  side  of  Fish  Warehouse  No.  6;  thence 
northerly  35  feet  6  inches  along  said  side  of 
Fish  Warehouse  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

(3.)  “  No  Parking  ”  Area. — The  following- 
described  portion  of  the  wharf  is  hereby  de¬ 
clared  to  be  an  area  within  which  no  motor- 
vehicle  shall  be  parked  or  left  standing,  and 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works  shall  cause  the 
limits  of  the  said  “  No  Parking  Area  ”  to  be 
clearly  marked  with  the  words  “NO  PARK¬ 
ING,”  namely:  All  that  portion  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Government  Wharf  lying  between  Fish 
Warehouse  No.  6  and  the  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ment  Freight-shed  not  hereinbefore  specifically 
described  for  other  purposes. 

(4.)  Parking  of  Vehicles,  other  than  “  Ve¬ 
hicles-for-Hire.” — (a.)  No  person  shall  park 
or  leave  standing  any  motor-vehicle  other  than 
a  “  Vehicle-for-Hire  ”  anywhere  on  the  wharf 
except  within  the  area  mai-ked  “  PUBLIC 
PARKING  ”  referred  to  in  these  regulations. 

(6.)  No  person  shall  park  or  leave  standing 
any  motor-vehicle  within  the  said  area  marked 
“  PUBLIC  PARKING  ”  for  a  greater  period 
than  two  hours  at  any  one  time  nor  four  hours 
in  any  one  day. 

(5.)  Parking  of  “  Vehicles-for-Hire.” — (a.) 
No  person  driving  or  in  charge,  control,  or 
possession  of  any  “  Vehicle-for-Hire  ”  shall 
park  or  stand  his  vehicle  anywhere  on  the 
wharf  except  within  the  Parking  Area  for  Ve¬ 
hicles-for-Hire  prescribed  by  these  regulations. 

(h.)  The  driver  of  every  Vehicle-for-Hire,  on 
arrival  at  the  wharf  to  discharge  a  passenger 
or  passengers,  shall  stop  such  vehicle  within 
the  Parking  Area  prescribed  for  “  Vehicles-for- 
Hire  ”  by  these  regulations  and  shall  there 
discharge  the  passenger  or  passengers. 

(c.)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  driver  or 
attendant  of  any  Vehicle-for-Hire  to  leave 
same  unattended  on  the  wharf,  except  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  section  6  (a)  of  these  regulations, 
unless  written  permission  to  do  so  has  been 
obtained  by  him  from  the  Wharfinger  in  any 
specific  case. 

(6.)  Conduct  of  Drivers  of  Vehicles-for-Hire. 
—  (a.)  While  his  vehicle  is  parked  or  standing 
on  the  wharf  within  the  Parking  Area  for 
Vehicles-for-Hire  prescribed  by  these  regula- 
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tions,  awaiting-  passengers  from  an  arriving 
ship,  the  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  every 
Vehicle-for-Hire  may  remain  in  or  on  his 
vehicle  or  he  may  take  his  stand  in  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Space  hereinbefore  described,  but  he  shall 
not  advance  outside  this  Parking  or  Standing- 
Space  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  fares,  unless 
or  until  he  is  called  by  a  customer  or  a  shi p’s 
steward. 

(b.)  No  person  in  charge  of  or  in  any  way 
concerned  with  the  operation  of  any  Vehicle- 
for-Hire,  when  the  said  vehicle  is  parked  or 
standing  or  being  driven  or  operated  on  the 
wharf,  shall  solicit  or  importune  others  to  ride 
in  or  hire  or  engage  the  vehicle  except  by  word 
of  mouth  and  in  a  conversational  tone  of  voice; 
and,  further,  such  persons  shall  refrain  from 
any  loud  talking  and  from  making  any  loud 
noise  or  disturbance,  or  using  impudent,  abu¬ 
sive,  blasphemous,  or  obscene  language,  whether 
such  language  be  directed  against  the  driver 
of  any  other  Vehicle-for-Hire  or  otherwise,  and 
shall  refrain  from  molesting,  annoying,  or  in¬ 
sulting  any  passenger,  driver,  steward,  or 
other  person,  and  shall  generally  conduct  him¬ 
self  in  a  quiet,  orderly,  and  inoffensive  manner. 

(c.)  No  driver  or  other  person  in  charge  of  a 
Vehicle-for-Hire  or  other  person  shall  employ 
or  allow  any  runner  or  other  person  to  assist 
or  act  in  concer-t  with  him  for  the  purpose  of 
soliciting  or  obtaining  any  passenger  to  be 
transported  or  carried  in  any  Vehicle-for-Hire 
parked  or  standing  on  the  wharf. 

(7.)  Special  Provisions. — The  provisions  of 
Regulations  3,  4,  and  5  of  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  mail-vans  while 
receiving  or  delivering  mail  and  ambulances 
while  receiving  or  discharging  patients;  nor  in 
the  case  of  a  motor-vehicle  which  is  so  me¬ 
chanically  disabled  as  to  prevent  the  moving 
of  same:  Provided  that  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  driver  or  other  person  in  chai-ge  of  a 
motor-vehicle  so  disabled  to  arrange  for  the 
removal  of  the  vehicle  without  unnecessary 
delay. 

(8.)  Penalties. — Every  person  who  contra¬ 
venes  any  provision  of  these  regulations  shall 
be  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
